DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

la. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in United Kingdom on January 25 and July 12 of 2000. It is noted, however, that applicant 
has not filed a certified copy of the United Kingdom 0001699.8 and 0017188.4 applications as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

la. Claims 1 1-21, 28, and 29 pertains to a reactor staged reactor having one catalyst. 
Ib. Claims 22-27 pertains to a reactor with first and second reactor beds. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
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thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Newhome on March 11, 2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group la, claims 1 1-21, 28, and 29. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
22-27 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
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application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 11-21, 28, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (figure 1), and further in view of D. Reay "Learning from 
Experiences with Compact Heat Exchangers" or Hesselgreave (US 5,193,61 1). 
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Applicant's admitted prior art discloses a reactor staged adiabatic reactor type comprising 
an adiabatic bed of catalysts, at least one heat exchanger panel interposed between the beds of 
catalysts, wherein the facial area of the heat exchanger panel and a superficial facial area of the 
catalyst are substantially similar. 

Applicant's admitted prior art fail to teach a printed circuit heat exchanger (PCHE), 
wherein allows the flow of steam in opposite direction and plates are formed by diffusion 
bonding, wherein fluid flow is in zig-zag pattern and including sharp turns that result in more 
than one pass. 

However, both Reay and Hesselgreave discloses the advantage of using a PCHE for the 
purpose of allowing a zig-zag formation and countercurrent flow of the steam. In addition, the 
PCHE as described by Reay and Hesselgreave are made by diffusion bonding of the plates (page 
37 and 38 of Reay and figures in Hesselgreave). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
applicant's invention was made to provide a PCHE as taught by Reay and Hesselgreave, in 
Applicant's admitted prior art in order to have good flow geometry resulting in high thermal 
transfer and performing with high strength.
